After depositing a portion 
of tho purchasa money with the owner's 
wifo, Mr Watts, who was suffering frum an 
attack of ague, left his interpreter to make 
arrangements for thé -transport.of the 
mineral to Hongkong. Shortly after the 
departure of Mr Watts,- we are informed 
that Ho Ching Cheong and his wife wero 
nrrestod and.thrown dnto prison at’ Fu 
Chuen, on the pretext that he was sclling 
coal that did not belong to him. Mr Watis 
states that the man had previously boon 
selling coal oponly ‘since July to various 
buyers; and had been doing so for a 
long period. Hoalso rays he hus reason to 
believe that the Hati¥es havo been’ told 
that thoy must not sell anything for export 
out of the province, . * 

This appoars to-be a guite unjustifiable 
intorferenco,. and_caleulated to prejudico 
gny.similar attempts to extend trade in the 
Two Kwang, and as such calls for immedi- 
ate protest... Iunderstand that Mr Watts
